In Message New York Gov- 
ernor Suggests Sweeping 
Changes in Government 


APPOINT THE STATE OFFICERS 


Executive Thinks Better 
Conditions 


Would Prevail If Governor Had this 
Power—Recommends Acceptance of 
Harrlman Park Offer.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. G —Governor 


Charles E. Hughes caused* consterna- 
tion In tho Now York State Assembly 
•which mot today when, In his message 
to the legislature, he pointed out an 
Ideal system of Stale government in 
which the Governor would appoint all 
of the minor Suite ofllcers, Instead 
of tho people electing them as now 
obtains. 


Governor Hughes would elect a Gov- 


ernor and Lieutenant Governor, allow- 
ing tho Governor to appoint n cabinet 
to 1111 the places now held by election. 
This Is only one of many startling 
recommendations made in a message 
which was typically "Hughes." 


The Governor also recommended the 


acceptance of the offer of .Mrs. 13. II. 
Harrlman of 10,000 acrey In Orange 
and Rockltind counties for the New 
York and New Jersey palll&ades paik, 
carrying with It a $1,000,000 endowment 
fund. Tho offer Is made with the pro- 
vision that the Harrlman grounds and 
homo In Orange county be tree Crom 
future confiscations if the park is ex- 
tcntlod.

WASHINGTON, Jon. B.—The admin- 


istration resolution for a Congression- 
al investigation ot the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot controversy was introduced in 
the House and Senate today by Sen- 
ator Jones and Representative Hum- 
phrey both of Washington. As It is 
a Joint resolution, it requires the Pres- 
ident's signature. 


In the Senate the matter was refer- 


red to the Committee on Public Lands 
ana" in the House to the Committee on 
Rules. It will be returned promptly 
for action. 


The measure provides for an inves- 


tigation committee ot 12, six to be ap- 
pointed by Vice President Sherman 
and six by Speaker Cannon. 
Thesa 


members will make a complete inves- 
tigation of the administration ot tho 
Interior Department and Bureau ot 
Forestry, its officers and employes, 
wherever it touches or relates to recla- 
mation, conservation and kindred sub- 
jects. 


The committee is empowered to sit 


during sessions or recess of Congress, 
subpoena and swear witnesses, and 
employ legal assistance for the pur- 
pose of taking testimony. 
The ex- 


pense will be borne jointly by the 
House and Senate. The committee is 
to report to Congress on the evidence, 
findings and its conclusions. Persons 
refusing to obey the processes of the 
committee or refusing to answer- Its 
questions will be held gull};}- of con- 
teuipt.

It has engrossed the at- 
tention of the Cabinet, while impor-_ 
tnnt international affairs waited; pre- 
ceded long lists of distinguished per- 
sonages with important business on 
the engagement list of President Taft, 
and, finally has halted Congiess m 
its business of making laws. 


In the last days of the preceding 


administiation, James R. Garfield, the 
then Secretary of the Interior, by di-
